Rogers, meanwhile, had called the Flemington Rescue Squad which arrived 
promptly. At last reports, Scott, son of Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Scott, Route 
69, Flemington, was listed in serious condition, but progressing satis- 
factorily. As for our hero, Ted, he said he had received his first aid 
training in school, the Boy Scouts and the Navy. The 39-year-old neg- 
otiator has been with the Department two years and lives in Clover Hill 
with his wife and son.

FOG BROOMS SET FOR OUTDOOR TEST 


A row of 20 experimental "fog brooms" has been installed in Fernwood and 
are triggered to go in action when the next fog settles on Trenton. The 
brooms, rotated by electric motors, consist of aluminum frames vertically 
strung with fine nylon threads. Fog moisture collects on the nylon fibers 
and the droplets grow in size until they are heavy enough to run down the 
nylon strands. The brooms will sweep into action when fog reaches a pre- 
determined level. The research staff also is undertaking a study of fog 
patterns throughout the state and asks you to report to the Bureau of 
Electronics and Scientific Aids each instance of fog encountered, either in 
home or work areas. The report should contain the approximate time and 
location of the fog and such details as density, distance above the ground 
and remaining visibility. 
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
